CULTURE IN POTS: Use any good soil, mixed with sand, potting 
so as to leave the top of the bulb even with the soil. For a single plant, 
use 4- or 5-inch pot, but the effect will be prettier if several bulbs are 
planted in a larger pot, and still more effective if all are of one color.

HOW TO GROW A LAWN 


Sow grass in early spring or fall so it can develop deep 
roots in mild weather to stand summer heat, drought and 
weeds. Prepare a good firm seed bed and pulverize the 
ground 5 inches deep, when not wet; remove stones and roots. 
On each 100 sq. ft. (10x10), dig in 5 lbs. lime, 5 lbs. fertilizer 
like Vigoro, and a soil conditioner like Krilium, Peat Moss, 
compost , or 5 lbs. of organic plant food like Sheep Manure.
